The masses of the people have been 
very depressed, especially since the 
new order of lowering the bread ration 
was announced. At Mulheim,

A! report from London concerning 
Canada’s draftees says: “The mili- 
tary authorities here are well satisfied 
with Canada’s draftees and the men 
chemselves are highly pleased ana 

omewhuat surprised at’ their  treat- 
nent here. There is no desire ‘to 
uark them apart from ~the earlier 
olunteers, They have been handled 
vith great consideration: by the Brit- 
sh government, which allotted them 
-hree of the most béautiful sites in 

southern England for camps: They 
aave been worked hard and were early 
nade to realize that war is no picnic 

ad no job for slouchers, but every al- 
\owance is made here for greenness 
and they are responding splendidly to 
the sympathetic handling.” 

An officer after visiting and. in- 
specting these men, said: “Physical- 
-y they are well above the average 
standard of volunteers, this being due 
wo the severe medical examination in 
Canada before their departure. Very 
few weaklings have arrived and the 
dectors estimate the proportion unfit 
for active to be less. than. one-half of 
one one per cent against twenty-five 
per cent of rejections in many older 
lions.” Their officers tell me ‘the 
new troops are exceedingly-keen, will- 
ing and obedient. They are amenable 
to discipline, if anything too amen 
able, many voluntarily working, study- 
ing drilling after hours in ordey to 
qualify as nonlcoms. They are mag-

As 
soon as the sufferers had.been fed they 
were taken to temporary shelter at 
Sulpice, where they were visited by 
the minister of the interior. The Red 
Cross also has established roadside 
canteens where troops on the way to 
the front can be refreshed and refu- 
gees can. be fed.

It is unnecessary for us to go 
into details here; they Are all 
outlined in the advertisements 
referred to. As ignorance of 
the law is no excuse for anyone 
we would advise our readers to 
read the advertisements over 
carefully, then govern them- 
selvés accordingly. 

The attention of employers 
and boarding house proprietors 
‘is especially called to the regis- 

_ tration, as they are liable | to 
heavy penalties if they employ 
or board any who have not reg- 
istered. ‘(Then there may be 
some who think they look old 
enough or look marned enough 
to pass them without the nec- 
essary credentials. To them we 
say don’t take any chances. If 
you can’t produce the documents 
you are liable to arrest.

SCHOOL FIRST. . 


Members of the school board 
have drawn our attention to-the 
fact that a movement is now on 
foot to get-a number of the 
school children interested in 
some side lines in connection 
with the Chautauqua which is to 
appear here for a week this 
months. They have also re- 
quested that we remind parents 
that this is a very important, 
period of the school term, as the 
midsummer examinations are 
now close at hand. 

. At any other period of the 

term we should greatly encour- 

age the children and parents to 

get interested in this branch of 

_ the Chautauqua work but just 
now the ool work should oc- 
cupy first place with all children 
as failure now might mean the 
necessity of another year's 
schooling. 

However, this should not ser- 
iously interfere with the Chau- 
tauqua program.

AN. OVERSIGHT. 

The Department of Education 
in the province of Saskatchewan 
is asking the schoo] teachers of 
that province to .organize the 
children. in their respective 
schools for the Red Cross. 

Last year Saskatchewan 
schools raised $26,000. for ,the 
patriotic fund and $70,000 for 
the Belgium relief fund, and this 
year the department is. asking 
for $50,000 from these schools 
for the Red Cross. It is esti- 
mated that if each school raises 
$25.00 this amount will be just 
doubled. 

This move on the part of our 
neighboring province is indeed 
a timely one and. one’ which 
might well be followed by the de- 
partment in this province. So 
far in this war our schools have 
dohe ‘very little as a body, al- 
though there has been some ex- 
cellent work*done by the chil- 
dren in many individual schools. 

This reminds us that of late 
our own school children here in 
Redcliff have been doing abso- 
jutely_ nothing for patriotic pur- 
¢ National holidays are 
allowed to pass by unnoticed— 
although other schools recognize 
them in a fitting manner—and 
our children are not encouraged 
or even given an opportunity: of 
doing their bit or made to feel 
that they have a place in the 
great world struggle. 

There was a time when our 
school made substantial monthly 
contributions to the Red Cross, 
and by denying themselves their 
usual candy money in order that 
it might be placed in the Red 
Cross box our children were 
learning lessons in sacrifice. For 
some reason which has’ never 
been satisfactorily explained 
this was discouraged and since 
then the donations from that 
source have faded away .almost 
entirely. 

If such a state of affairs ex- 
isted in a German settlement it 
would be attributed to the fact 
that the board and teachers were 
alien enemies. It cannot be said 
that this is the case here.

The first 15 miles 
would have bioken a snake’s back to 
have travelled it, and we figure the 
man that surveyed it must have had 
a corkscrew instrument.

On the morning of the “11th we 
again started out and left Spokane by 
way of the t Boulevard, The 
road was elegant, and when a few 
miles out we travelled through good 
farming country. In passing through 
this farming country we noticed the 
farmers not only had their land 
cropped to the fence posts, but. the 
road allowance on either side of the 
highway was also cropped. From 
Udessa on we left the farming country 
behind, and again travelled through 
eountry that was very familiar to us 
oy this time—bleak, ‘barren, rocky 
country, covered with -sage brush. 
Passing through’ Krupp, Wilson 
Uveek, Adrian, and leaving Soap ‘Lake’ 
0 our right, ran into Ephrata at 7.80, 
where we stayed for the night. From 
Ephrata we journeyed on through 
Quincy to Vantage Ferry. For a dis- 
tence of four or five miles befo: 
reaching the Ferry the road was very 
rough. After crossing the Columbia 
river the roads were again good, and 
we pushed on through Kittitas, Ellens- 
burg, Cle Elum and Easton. Here we 
were told that we could not get thru 
the Snoqualmie Pass, but we had al- 
ready come over 800 miles without be- 
ing stalled, so we drove our car into 
the foot’of the Caseade mountains and 
started t climb, determined to see for 
ourselves. It was no “Seattle or 
bust.” After reaching the top we 
entered the Wenatchee National For- 
ésth with its giant pines and cedars. 
When about 12 miles in we came out 
ou the edge of Keechclus Lake. Here 
che government has spent about $8,- 
000,000 in constructing a dam with 
28 feet head and about one and a 
-juerter miles in length, for irrigation 
purposes. It was now evening, and 
with hopes of crossing. the summit in 
good time the following day we pulled 
up at Keechelus Inn for the night.
